By The Chief Of Police—But Not For 
The Purpose Of Criminal Identification 

Rev. Arthur O. Pritchard, just 
as a matter of good citizcn.ship, 
now has his fingerprints on file 
in the Nation’s capital. It was 
Chief of Police McMillan who 
made the prints and now urge.s 
others to follow Mr. Pritchard's 
lead. 

As a result of considerable pub¬ 
lic interest in civil identification, 
the Federal Uureau of Investiga¬ 
tion in the latter part of 1933 
established a civil file which has 
now become the Civil Identifica-

lion Section of its Identification 
Division and has accepted far 
inclu.sion in it the finger-print 
cards of all citizens who wish to 
record their fingerprints for pos¬ 
sible future reference. Special 
cards are u.sed for this purpose 
bearing the words, "Per.sonal 
Identification." Upon receipt of 
the.se cards, they are classified 
and filed in the civil identifica¬ 
tion section entirely separate 
from the criminal records. They 
are not checked against the crirn- 
nal files. 

To assist local citizen.s who 
wish to take advantage of this 
service, Chief McMillan has ob¬ 
tained a supply of cards and in¬ 
vites tho.se interested to call at 
the police department where they 
may be fingerprinted and the 
cards forwarded to Washington, 
O. C., for inclusion in the civil 
file. The service is free of 
charge. 

In this connection Chief Mc¬ 
Millan points out that citizens 
gencr.ally should regard finger¬ 
printing as primarily the regis¬ 
tration of a signature that cannot 
possibly be forged and should 
therefore be freed of its old taint 
as an important adjuct of crimi¬ 
nal procedure. Identification is 
oftener of prime imiwrtancc to 
the good citizen, the chief ex¬ 
plains, th in most people imagine 
—ns in the case of civil suits, ac¬ 
cidents, kidnapping, and so forth. 

Locally, the KIwanis Club has 
taken the initial step in sponsor¬ 
ing this movement.

The spark is rapidly approach¬ 
ing the Eureopean powder-keg. 
Mussolini has definitely said that 
if Italy’s neighbors apply sanc¬ 
tions and shut off from her such 
necessities as oil, she will fight. 
And other great powers, led by 
France, are determined that the 
stiffest possible sanctions shall be 
put into effect, war or no war. 

Here is something that has 
Washington worried, and has 
American exporters wondering. 
The United States is officially 
neutral. The President, following 
the resolution approved by the 
last Congress, proclaimed neu¬ 
trality as .soon as Italian-Ethio- 
pian hostilities began, warned 
Americans to stay off the ships of 
combatants, forbade Americans to 
sell arms and implements of war 
to the battling nations. 

So far so good. But there is 
great difficulLy in deciding just 
what “war materials” are .beyond 
such apparent fighting essentials 
as rifles, cartridges, tanks, air¬ 
planes. Example; Italy Is a large 
buyer of American oil, cotton, 
scrap iron and copper. None of 
these commodities is on the pre¬ 
scribed list, as each serves a use¬ 
ful purpose in time of peace. Yet 
it i.s a fact that each of them is 
likewise used in war—and that 
if Italy were entirely unable to 
get them she could not carry on 
in Ethiopia or elsewhere. 

The difficulties inherent in this 
situation are enormous. We might 
make it illegal to sell such com¬ 
modities to Italy, inasmuch as she 
is not a big customer. But what 
if war struck in Germany, Japan, 
England and France—which are 
big customers? In that case, an 
embargo on oil, scrap iron and 
the rest would be a serious blow 
to American commerce, would be 
reflected in unemployment and 
business retrogression at home. 

So the big question is; How can 
we keep peace, remain strictly 
neutral, and still not penalize our¬ 
selves too heavily ?

1 14, 1542. Sixty years later, on 
the feast day of Saint Barbara, 

1 Sebastian Vizcaino likewise en- 
j tered the channel and saw “the 
[ mainland, where a lovely ne.stling 
valley in a natural amphitheatre 
of hills met the vision.” Later 
Padre Junipero Serra, Governor 
Neve and 50 soldiers commanded 
by Captain Jose Francisco Or¬ 
tega, arrived at the spot of the 
present city of Santa Barbara 
after having followed Indian coast 
trails from San Buenaventura. 
Already a pre.sidio and mission 
had been established at S.an 
Diego and Monterey. Santa Bar¬ 
bara was selected as the third 
.spot, on St. Barabra’s birthday, 
April 26, 1782. 

Much of the atmosphere of 
those old Spanish days still re¬ 
mains in Santa Barbara. The 
county covers an area of 1,753,600 
acre.s, of which over one-third is 
in the U.S. Forest Reserve. Noted 
for its charm and climate, the 
county also hodls an enviable 
rank in agriculture. Its field and 
orchard crops exceed an annual 
value of $10,000,000.

Nearly all the work of caring 
for Camellias is in the original 
planting . A large hole must be 
dug and ample drainage pro¬ 
vided. Pienty of peat must be 
mixed with the soil .half and 
half is a good proportion and 
watering mu.st be tended to reg¬ 
ularly the first year . Thereafter 
there is almost no attention re¬ 
quired-watering (no more than 
other shrubs) a handful of fertil¬ 
izer twice a year, no spraying, no 
cultivating, no annual pruning, no 
branches to prop up as often is 
necessary with our flowering 
trees and, above all, no age limit. 

Once properly planted and given 
a fair supply of water, a Camellia 
will live as long as the house by 
which it is planted, and many of 
the old ones throughout the state 
have lasted on even longer*and
